“Rectification” 


in China 


For the past fortnight or 
so there hag been a constant 
stream of reports from 
Communist China revealing 
wide dissatisfaction with 
certain aspects of the re- 
gime, and it seems that at 
the moment the — entire 
Communist Party of China 
is having a mental spring- 
clean. It is, in the good old 
Marxist jargon, a “rectifica- 
tion campaign to solve con- 
tradictions within the ranks 
of the people.” Most of us 
in the Free World will feel 
n trifle sceptical about the 
words used, But then we 
are in the ranky of the 
great “unbrain-washed.” 
Although not 1 Chinese in- 
vention, brain-washing is 
reputed’ to have reached a 
fine art in Communist 
China. We had always 
thought it un extremely 
sinister process, an impres- 
sion heightened by the 
many stories told of their 
experiences by foreigners 


| imprisoned on the mainland, 


but apparently we have 
been ‘quite wrong. The 
other day' an official spokes- 
man in Peking declared 
that there is nothing nasty 
about it at ol, The brain 
needs a gf00d wash every so 
often, like the face, he said. 
Put in that charming way, 
brain-washing becomes 
something clean ‘and whole- 


.|some, The mind boggles ot 


the thought of the number 
of people in the unhygienic 
Free World who are going 
about with unwashed 
brains, We are such an un- 
tidy lot. Lack of‘ brain- 
washing gives rise to all 
sorts of . troubles, — like 
Parliamentary government, 
freedom of speech, free 
trade unionism and impar- 


‘| washing now 


tiality in the law courts, In 
the land of Mao Tse-tung 
everything will run smooth- 
ly, the theory gues, if there 
is the safoguard of brain- 
and again, 
Acconiing to the same 
Peking spokesman, no force 
or intimidation is used. 
Just some healthy persua- 
sion and argument, One 
wonders when the rectifica- 
tion becomes painful. Some 
people, it appears from the 
Chinese. Communist news- 
papers, are more difficult to 
“persuade” than others. 
Persuasion can take many 
forms. Argument ‘can be- 


‘} come so heated on one side 


that it can become very 
like intimidation, especially 
if there is a club handy to 
impress an unwelcome idea 
upon a thick ‘skull. No 
doubt the majority of 
Chinese Communist . Party 
members will respond to 
the. rectification © process 
without much persuasion, 
They know what has hap- 
pened to dissenters in the 
past. There is just one 
puzzling question. How do 
the commissars know when 
no brain’ is well and truly 
washed? The brain is a 
complex thing of many 
secret corners where dan- 
gerous thoughts may lurk. 
That is what cppressive 
governments forget. 
Thought control can never 
bo absolute, no. matter how 
hard Big Brother ‘tries to 
make it so. Tho strikes in 
Kwangtung factories, the 
discontented - peasants .on 
the collective farms, 

the rebellious students in 
northem universities, are 
proof of that. .On the sur 
face; conformity. can smile 
from every face, but here 
and there in the crowd the 
seed of revolt may be hid« 
den in the mind of. a°man 
or women, That is all that 
is needed-to keep :the senso 
of human dignity. alive, :

Only conclusion 


These reflections are naturally 
unpnlatable, but it fs unwise to 
ipnore facts and the only con- 
cluslon to be drawn {s surely 
that we should move towards 
the Integration of Europe.

It has been 
proved: recently in Great 
Britain that it 1s posalble to 
track down fish shoals by 
means of airborne echo 
founders, Thia could ensily 
revolutionise tho fishing in- 
dustry, quite apart from 
helping to. find mines and 
wrecks. For many yeara the 
more progressive fishing in- 
dustrijes in ‘various countries 
have used ccho-sounding gear 
on their ships, but each vesacl 
has had to be Independently 
equipped, One sirborna “fish- 
finder” could lead a whole 
group of trawlers to the 
shoals, 

Fish-spotting from the air 
will not, of course, remove the 
need for  echo-sounders in 
ships, but it would  con- 
alderably reduco tho wastage 
in trawlers’ steaming time. 
Thin 1s how the new system 
works: Flying 20 feet 
above tho sea the helicopter 
lets down a bomb-shaped con- 
tainer which is towed below 
the surface at the end of a 
enble, 
through a transducer 
“bomb” echoes aro received 
back on o screen in the 
helicopter’s cabin, From these 
it ‘is possible to read off the 
level of the ocean bed and. the 
presence of any intervening 
objects, including tho’ shoals. 
From a number of readings 
the size of tho shoal and tno 
direction In which it is moving 
could be determined. 

In the future it may bo 
possible - for - fishing fleeta 
operating from Britain to be 
told just where the best 
catches nro to be had, thanks 
to the resource of British 
scientists, 


Newest ‘'paper" 

An American compnny 19 
expected to start commercial 
production, within the next 12 
months, of a new kind of 
paper made from synthetic 
fibres. The product is likely 
to vary from standard paper 
and will not be intended to 
compete with this in the 
ordinary market. Tho “paper” 
ja no called because it will bo 
produced on paper-making 
machinery, but is in fact’ a 
non-woven bonded paper-like 
material. ‘ 

The “puper" 
designed to be competitive 
with speciality papers and 
with woven textile fabrics in 
certain fields where paper has 
come into competition with 
them. Some of the ,applica- 
tions in tho future are likely 
to be in the fields of map and 
chart paper, backings for 
coated fabrics and in filtra-;

Missiles at sea 

Tho U.S. Navy ia at presont 
attempting to aolvo the many 
problems involved in Inunchin, 
guided missiles at sen. For 
this purpose nn experimental 
veaxel hag beon commissioned, 
Tho ship ts almost completely 
loaded with new kinds of 
super-senaitive navigational 
equipment. Tho ,U.S. “Naval 
authority expecta: to havo ita 
own Fiect Ballistic Missile 
with n 1,600-mile range in the 
near future. 

Tho biggest headacho for 
Navy selentiats ts to determino 
exactly. whero a ship is Iocnted 
on the earth's surfaco, This 
positioning ia very important 
at a range of 1,600 miles. 
Even under ideal launching 
conditions, it is known that 
tu intermediate missile is un- 
likely to hit closer than a 
quarter of n- mile from the 
bull’a eye, If determination 
of tho target’s direction. and 
the ship's position aro slightly 
off, the errorcan be disastrous- 
ly larger. Whnt makes the 
problem particularly difMfeult 
on board ship is that the 
launching platform is con- 
tinually moving. 

Atomic lamps 

Lights that burn for 12 
years may soon be in use on 
railways systems in Europo 
and the United States. Early 
models of these lamps, claim 
the scientists, can burn for 
mere than 600 weeks without 
refuelling. The Inmps’ opera- 
tion depends on the uso of a 
radioactive gas which is en- 
closed in a special chamber. 
The radioactivity which the 
gus emits is converted into 
visible ght of the desired 
colour by meana of a specially 
coated lense, the coatings .of 
which light up when they are 
struck by tho  radiouctive 
particles given off by the gas.

The new suedo 
ean also “breathe’—this helps 
to keep it soft and mako it 
more auitable for dry-clenning. 
The treatment which {s the 
seeret behind this new suede 
fakes place during . the wet 
processing of the  eskins, 
following their tanning, and 
substitutes for the usual 
processes followed. Men's and 
women’s garments will soon 
be on salo made from sucdy 
which ig more in keeping with 
modern needa nnd present 
dny conditions of every-day 
life.

Sincg this new British in- 
strument uses oo maignette 
switching .system to transmit 
the record of tho movement 
of the flow-moasuring pro- 
peller to the meter unit—and 
has*no mechanical couplinge— 
it cnn bo used eMciently nt 
practically nny depth Al- 
though the devico has been 
developed  prindipally = for 
under-water warlare, It may 
eventually bo available for 
civilian industrial uae, 


‘Finding the sweetness 


A new aystem for nuto- 
matically measuring the sugar 
content of induatrial materials 
is likely to’ be in operation in 
Great Britain shortly, It is 
intended for use in controlling 
the manufactyro of foods of 
various kinds and of phar- 
maccutical productions, Tho 
operation of this system 
depends on tho control by 
a photoelectric sensing devico 
which automatleally records 
tho effect of the liquid boing 
examined on tho polarisation 
of the light passed through it, 
The system haa no moving 
parts and haa been designed 
to withstand shocks ond 
vibrations without ita effi- 
cloncy being affected in any 
way. . At the aamo time tho 
measuring unit ia very sengl- 
tive.
